Particr- 
larly is this true if the milk for babies 
and older children is to be kept in it. 
Thought should be given to the poal- 
tion of the refrigerator., A refrigerator 
that is placed near the stove is an ice 
eater. The rent of a flat which has a 
refrigerator near the stove may not 
be high, but the rent plus the fice bill 
will be. A refrigerator anywhere in the 
kitchen or against or in any hot wall or 
hot pantry will prove an expensive prop- 
osition.
